WASHINGTON, April 20 (P)—Sec- 
retary Dern of the war department 
said tonight he planned to observe 
the take-off from Stratocamp, Black 
Hills, South Dakota, early in June 


of the stratosphere flight of the bal- 
loon Explorer II, to be sent into the 
upper atmosphere by the army air 
corps and the National Geographic 
society. 

The balloon, the largest ever con- 
structed, will be manned by Cap- 
tains Albert W. Stevens and Orvil 
A. Anderson, while Captain Ran- 
dolph P. Willisms will be ground of- 
ficer and alternate pilot.

of an institution assuming the char-

Conflict in Law 
Hinders Sentence 


Because of an apparent conflict in 
the statutes on whether depriving an 
owner of possession of his automobile 
is a felony or a misdemeanor, Judge 
Roger I. McDonough of Third district 
court Saturday declined to sentence 
Stanley Dalton, 22, of 1859 Lake 
street, recently convicted of depriv- 
ing an owner of possession of his 
automobile. 

Parnell Black, assistant Third dis- 
trict attorney, moved for dismissal 
of the complaint, with the announce- 
ment that a drunken. driving com- 
plaint probably will be issued against 
Dalton, 

Dalton was convicted of having de- 
prived Roy Cahoon, 145 Coatsville 
avenue, of his automobile Febru- 
ary 24, k: 

Inability of Judge McDonough to 
sentence Dalton was caused by the 
presence of two statutes, both iden- 
tical as to definition of the crime of 
depriving an owner of possession of 
his automobile. One of the statutes, 
however,.makes the crime a felony, 
and the other makes it a misde- 
meanor. ' 

The law of the compiled statutes 
making the crime a felony is believed 
to be superseded by the section in 
the 1933, session laws, which makes 
the crime a misdemeanor.
